DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claim 1 , the instant invention is directed to an interactive 
information distribution system containing service provider equipment and subscriber 
equipment that is interconnected by a communication network. The relevant prior art of 
record, such as Knudson et al (6,016,141) disclose an interactive TV program guide 
system with pay program package promotion. Hendricks et al (6,201,536) disclose 
network manager for cable TV system Head-ends, which provides program packages. 
Funahashi et al (5,691,915) disclose data transmission device which provides some 
pay programs free of charge. Ellis et al (7,827,582) disclose program guide system with 
VOD browsing. 

However, neither Knudson, Hendricks, Funahashi nor Ellis and any of the 

cited references teach or suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...providing a 
second applet to the subscriber equipment for execution to visually present to the user 
second selectable object based on the determination of the subscription status 
associated with the user and the selected first selectable object, including a start option 
when a price of said selection is zero; and immediately providing said selection in its 
entirety when the price of said selection is zero and the user selects the start options..." 
as recited in combination with other features of independent claims 1,12 and 28. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
